"The dealer then Invents' to go with

strikes off an 'old' sales catalogue to 
prove. Its authenticity. He even makes 
engravings of It, for It is customary 
to have engravings of the old mas- 
ters." 


Not alone in painting, but, in other 


fields of art, Is practiced the faking 
which has attracted considerable at- 
tention of late in America and abroad. 
European connoisseurs in particular 
and tho uninitiated public In general 
are still laughing over the game work- 
ed on Dr. Bode, the German art ex- 
pert and .adviser of the kaiser, who 
purchased for his sovereign & wax 
bust of Flora, believing It was tho 
work of Leonardo da Vinci. His opin- 
ion stood and the bust was duly' ad- 
mired as the work of the great Italian 
until it was found that the latter had 
been motdcring in his grave for cen- 
turies before tho bees had made tho 
wax from which the Flora was mold- 
ed. 
"Internal evidence" to the effect 


that the'bust was tho work of'the 
hands of an -English artist of the 
nineteenth century was afforded by 
tho discovery in its Interior of a por- 
tion of an English bedqullt of tho 
Victorian era.' Now the partisans of 
tho Englishman, who Is dead, want his 
rights to recognition as the modeler 
of tho bust supported liy the courts of 
3ermany. How can an ordinary col- 
.ector of works of art bo assured of 
authenticity when collectors so emi- 
nent as J. Pierpont Morgan and tho 
art adviser of the German emperor 
are fooled sometimes and "done" out 
of thoir good .money? 


It Is safe to say that at the present 


time no unworthy works of art, fako 
or genuine, are- receiving house room 


Mr. Morgan's famous art gallery 


ind library In New York, shown In the 
picture, or In his house in New York, 
adjoining the library, or in his Lon- 
don residence or in his country houso 
near West Point, N. Y. He has been 
collecting works of real ort so long 
n'ow that no dealer can hopo to get an 
ntcrview with him unless he Is known 
personally to "America's Lorenzo de' 
Medici." 
In 
addition, Mr. Morgan, 


knows more about tho genesis, the his- 
tory and the value of works of art 
than ninety-nine onc-hundredths of 
the owners. Collecting paintings, raro 
books, busts, statues, silver, glass and 
the .myriad other things In which the 
artistic^ yearnings of men and women 
find expression Is as much Mr. Mor- 
gan's hobby ns the collection of rail- 
roads and other big corporations. 


Tho Morgan private art gallery and, 


library on East Thirty-sixth street,' 
between Madison and Fourth avenues, 
New York, Is one of the city's -sights. 
It is a low building of white marble, 
simple nnd severe In design, and con- 
structed on lines of pure classic boau- 
ty. Tho architect was the late Charles 
F. McKlm, father of many famous edi- 
fices In New York and other cities.

wax from which the Flora was mold- 
ed. ."Internal evidence" to tho effect 
that the bust was tho work of ,tho 
hands of an English artist of tha 
nineteenth /century was artorded by 
tho discovery .in ils .Interior of a por- 
tion of .an' English bedqullt of tho 
Victorian era;: Now the partisans of 
the Englishman, who ia dead, want his 
rights to. recognition as .the modeler 
of tho bust supported bv tho courts of 
3ermany. How can an ordinary col- 
ector of works of art bo assured of 
authenticity when collectors so emi- 
nent as J Plerpont Morgan and the 
art adviser of the German emperor 
are fooled sometimes and "done" out 
of their good money? 


It is safe to say that at.the present 


time no unworthy works of art,-fako 
or genuine, are receiving house room 
n Mr. Morgan's famous art gallery 
and library.In New York, shown In tho 
>lcture, or in h!a< houso in New York, 
adjoining the library, or,|n his Lon- 
don residence or In his country house 
near West Point, N. Y. He has been 
collecting works of real art" so long 
now that no denier can hopo to got an 
ntervlew with him unless he Is known 
leraonally to ."America's Lorenzo da1 
Medici."

knows more about the genesis, the his- 
tory nnd tho value of works of art 
than nliiety-nlno one-hundredtha - of 
the owners. Collecting paintings, rare 
books, hiista, statues, silver, glass and 
the myriad other things in which tho 
artistic yearnings of rrwn and women 
find expression is cs much Mr. Mor- 
gan's hobby as tho collection of rail- 
roads and other big corporations. 


The Morgan private art gallery and 


library on Kast Thirty-sixth street, 
between Madison and Fourth avenues, 
New York, is ono of the city's sights.

There is a good deal of discussion in congress over a bill providing 


for an increase of pensions for veterans of the Civil war. 
It aims to give 


veterans now on the pension roll a slight increase over the pension now 


being received. 
It will grant to all persons who served 90 days or over 


"r* in the Civil war, or 60 days or over in the Mexican wnr, now at the ago 


> * of 62 years, a monthly pension of $15, an increase of $3 per mouth over 


that allowed by the act of 1007; it will grant to those 65 years of ago, $20

per month, establishing n new rate; to those 70 years of ago, $25 per 


month, an increase of $10 a month; and to those 75 years of age, $36 a 


month, an increase of $16 per mouth.

At the probent time over 75 per cent of the veleians who served in the 


Civil war have passed away, and of those who remain about 100 die every 


day or 3000 every month. 
1'ifty years ago President Lincoln began call- 


ing for men to save the union nnd the calls continued until 2,200,000 had 


-.volunteered. 
Objection is made to this bill because it pioposes the same 


increase for the men who served but a shojt time, as for those whd served 


'during the four years fiom 18C1 to 1865.
